The housewife must spread 10
pounds to cover longer periods
and ‘must set aside sugar for
home canning because no spe-
clal home canning stamp will be
lu ed,

‘" The first 10 pound ‘stamp be-
comes valid on April 1, The
current 5 pound stamp, number
53, expires on March 31 instead
of April 30 as originally in-
tended.

The sugar supply picture can-
not be foretold until later in
the year, OPA sald, buf it Is
hoped to bring in a hnew 10
pound stamp every three months
This will give a total of’ 35
pounds per person foMthe year,
10 pounds more than was Is-
sued [n 1046.
